Croaa-oxaminod— ,Wc wero playing 
podro, our faces tuned oast; I don't kno|w 
whether they talked or not; Maples went 
out with us. 


Daniel Moroluud, sworn—Is a wagon- 


maker; knows Maples; I saw him In 
Kheinhart's saloon Saturday before elec- 
tion; Bannister came In.there;'Maples was 
down by the table; I bcsrd Bannister and 
Maples talking near tbo table; Bannister 
was lighting his cigar; Miller Bald "you 
are long for this world;" ho replied "I do 
not expect to live till spring;" [that is all 
I hoard. Cross-examined—There were 
ijirco of us playing cards; we were 8 or 10 
t'eol from tho store; I did not hear all he 
said. 


John Moroland, sworn—Know Bannis-
